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'TWELVE  ANGRY  JURORS' 


As  the  curtain  opens,  twelve  jurors  are  filing  into  the 
jury  room.  It  is  their  task  to  decide  the  guilt  or  innocence 
of  a  teenage  hoy  who  is  accused  of  killing  his  father  with 
a  knife.  The  day  is  hot  and  humid,  and  tempers  are  short. 
The  jurors  argue  among  themselves  until  the  foreman 
signals  for  the  discussion  to  hegin.  The  first  vote  is  taken: 
eleven  votes  guilty,  one  vote  not  guilty.  A  heated  argument 
follows  when  the  eleven  jurors  discover  that  the  man  at 
the  end  of  the  tahlc,  juror  number  eight,  voted  not  guilty.
